By 64 yeas to 33 nays (Vote No. 311), three-fifths
of those Senators duly chosen and sworn, having
voted in the affirmative, Senate agreed to the motion
to waive all applicable sections of the Congressional
Budget Act of 1974 and any other applicable budget
points of order for purposes of Schumer (for Sinema)
Amendment No. 2137 (listed above). Subsequently,
the point of order against Division J, Title IX, Sec-

tion 905 of the amendment, was not sustained, and
thus the point of order fell. Page S6057
By 68 yeas to 29 nays (Vote No. 313), three-fifths
of those Senators duly chosen and sworn, having
voted in the affirmative, Senate agreed to the motion
to close further debate on the bill. Page S6057
A unanimous-consent agreement was reached to
provide for further consideration of the bill, post-clo-
ture, at approximately 12 noon, on Monday, August
9, 2021; and that all time during recess, adjourn-
ment, or period of morning business count post-clo-
ture on the bill.
